uring the week of October 7 our 
D attorneys in the advertising lab- 
oratories’ case completed and 
delivered to the Chicago Dental Society 
office an abstract of the evidence of- 
fered by the Chicago Dental Society 
against the laboratories. This abstract or 
summary condenses 2747 pages of court 
reporter question-and-answer transcript 
into 648 pages of narrative. It is used by 
the Master in Chancery for the purpose 
of analyzing the evidence and making 
his findings of fact and conclusions of 
law along with his recommendations to 
the trial court. 

The abstract is also used by the trial 
court in passing upon the recommenda- 
tions of the Master. If the case subse- 
quently is appealed to a higher court, the 
abstract will be used in the appeal. It is 
clear, therefore, that this summary of 
the record will be used extensively. 

The L & L Committee has received 
copies of the abstract and will be able 
to study the testimony and determine 
what, if any, recommendations it desires 
to make as a result of such study. Copies 
are available in the office of Chicago 
Dental Society for examination there by 
any member. 

The testimony of numerous licensed 
dentists who have associated themselves 
closely with advertising laboratories will 
be the subject of careful scrutiny. An 
index is provided with the abstract and 
it is a convenient reference to the name 


of each laboratory concerning which a 
given witness testified. 

Your Committee has also received 
from our attorneys a copy of the sug- 
gested findings of fact and conclusions 
of law which were filed with Master in 
Chancery Frank S. Righeimer, Jr. These 
suggestions are accompanied by a sug- 
gestion that the Master adopt them as 
his own and make recommendations to 
the trial court accordingly. 

There are 265 suggested findings of 
fact. A typical example is Number 30 
wherein the Master is asked to find as 
follows: 

“There is a definite danger to the 
patient’s health if denture work, full, 
partial, or repairs, is done by someone 
who does not take into consideration the 
physiological aspects of the patient’s 
mouth, and this can be done only by a 
person who has had scientific training 
such as that required of licensed den- 
tists.” 

Another typical example is Number 

“Some of defendant’s laboratory work 
at this address is performed for licensed 
dentists but most of it is done directly 
for the public, including the manufac- 
ture of new dentures and the repair of 
old ones. Some people come to defend- 
ant’s laboratory with their impressions 
already made and some of them come 
in without impressions, in which case

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ABSTRACTS 


EFFECT OF ABRASION 
ON DECALCIFICATION 


Most human teeth acquire surface films 
or plaques which, due to their organic 
nature, are acid resistant. The authors 
desired to estimate the contribution 
made by abrasive forces, such as the 
chewing of coarse foods or the rubbing 
of the lips over the labial surfaces, to 
the solubility of enamel under acid con- 
ditions. Their object was (1) to study 
the decalcification of enamel surfaces 
over a range of hydrogen-ion concentra- 
tion, (2) to investigate the effect, on the 
rate of decalcification, of brushing the 
enamel surfaces, and (3) to compare the 
decalcification by acid alone with that 
caused by a mechanical abrasive force 
under similar acid conditions. 

The effect of abrasion upon the decal- 
cification of teeth by acetic acid-sodium 
acetate buffer, over a range of pH 1.5- 
4-0, was measured. A machine rubbed 
strips of acrylic dental resin over a known 
area of tooth enamel in acid. The acid 
solution was sampled after twenty-four 
hours and the calcium content compared 
with the calcium contents of acid solu- 
tions in which brushed and uncleaned 
teeth had been soaked for a similar pe- 
riod. The results show that the decalci- 
fication by acid alone varies uniformly 
with pH for both cleaned and uncleaned 
teeth. Enamel surfaces which are brushed 
before immersion in acid have a signifi- 
cantly higher solubility than those which 
are not brushed. An abrasive force, 
which produces very little decalcification 
under neutral conditions, raises the acid 
solubility of enamel to a value three to 
five times as great as that due to the 
action of acid only—“THE EFFECT

BONE GRAFT IN 
JAW FRACTURE 


The case of a man 68 years of age, 
suffering a spontaneous fracture of the 
mandible, and successfully treated with 
a bone graft which later supported a 
full denture, is described. The diagnosis 
was alveolar atrophy, the primary cause 
unknown, accentuated by repeated lower 
denture rebasing, and complicated by a 
spontaneous fracture. biopsy of the 
overlying mucosa revealed marked chron- 
ic inflammation with epithelial hyper- 
plasia, but no evidence of malignancy. 
A bone graft was taken from the seventh 
rib. The patient had a normal recovery, 
and now has a full lower denture which 
is comfortable and efficient. The patient's 
dentist constructed the denture with the 
inside lined with soft velum rubber, since 
it was not known how the rib graft 
would tolerate denture stresses. 

The mandible, when involved in pro- 
gressive atrophy, may fracture from mi- 
nor trauma. In the above case, a rib graft 
has successfully withstood stresses of, a 
lower denture, and in two years there 
has been no evidence that the original 
influences of atrophy were affecting the 
graft—“JAW FRACTURE TREATED

USE OF ERYTHROMYCIN IN 
ENTERITIS FROM ANTIBIOTIC 
THERAPY

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BDITORIAL 


HOW MUCH MEDICINE SHOULD WE PRACTICE? 


The practice of dentistry is in reality a branch or a subdivision of medicine, 
but due to the restricted area in which we work, we have more or less become 
a separate profession with our own ethics and methods of doing business. The 
fact still remains, however, that we are allied with medicine and a complete 
divorce will never be possible, even if desired. 

The question often arises as to how much medicine dentists should know, and 
how much medicine we should practice. It is apparent from our education that 
the dental schools teach enough basic medical sciences as well as medicine to 
equip us for the routine practice of dentistry, but the fine borderline between 
the physician and dentist is often hard to discern. 

In diseases of the mouth, which would include the hard as well as soft tissues, 
the dentist should and must know his medicine. Since many of these diseases 
stem from systemic disturbances, we are frequently forced to go beyond the 
mouth area to find the cause and to alleviate the disease. Caution should be 
used however in the amount of general medicine we practice. If the oral dis- 
turbance is but one manifestation of a general disorder, it would be best to have 
a physician handle the disease itself, and a dentist do what he can for the 
oral picture. 

It is within the province of dentistry to treat oral diseases that sometimes 
affect the whole body. An example would be in the treatment of Vincent’s 
Angina where a patient may need an injection of penicillin, arsenicals or other 
preparation. As long as we are dealing strictly with an oral disease, we are 
within our rights by treating it systemically if necessary. 

All dentists are frequently asked medical questions: “Should my child’s 
tonsils be removed ?”—“Is this a cancer on my neck?”—‘“‘What can you give me 
to make me sleep at night?” Extreme care should be used in these cases for 
many malpractice suits have arisen from a thoughtless or careless answer. Leave 
medicine to the physician. 

Occasionally we may recognize the oral symptoms of a serious systemic 
disease. Rather than stick your neck out, it would be better to discuss the case 
with the patient’s physician first. Between you, a safe course of action can be 
arrived at, and the best method of informing the patient discussed. Always 
remember, in any case calling for the diagnosis, prognosis and treatment of 
disease, first make sure that it comes within the scope of dentistry. Continue to 
study medicine and keep up with the latest knowledge in that field, but “Render 
Unto Caesar” and leave the practice of medicine to physicians.

he first meeting of the season under 

the leadership of our new President, 
Dr. Elmer Ebert, was held in the North 
Ballroom of the Conrad Hilton Hotel 
and came to order at 8:00 p.m. 

It was moved and seconded to dispense 
with the reading of the minutes of the 
May meeting. Motion carried. 

A second motion was presented to ap- 
prove the minutes of the May meeting 
as published in the June 15 FoRTNIGHTLY 
Review. This motion was carried. 

There were no reports of boards, stand- 
ing committees or special committees. 

There being no new business, Dr. 
Ebert called on Dr. Harold W. Oppice, 
past-president of the A.D.A., to introduce 
a distinguished guest, Dr. Masaru Suzuki, 
Dean of the Nihon University Dental 
School of Tokyo. Dr. Oppice told the 
assembly that he met Dr. Suzuki in Japan 
three years ago on his survey mission 
there for the A.D.A. and was treated roy- 
ally by him. Dr. Suzuki spoke to the au- 
dience in Japanese and it was ably trans- 
lated into English by Dr. Isamu Tashiro, 
one of our own members who acted as 
interpreter. Dr. Tashiro had visited Japan 
several times and was acquainted with 
Dr. Suzuki. Dr. Suzuki spoke briefly on 
the tremendous impression he received 
from America and American dentistry 
and stated that he planned to tour this 
country and Europe. 

Dr. Ebert then introduced Dr. Harold 
H. Hayes, the Monthly Program Chair- 
man, who announced the future speakers 
to appear on our monthly programs. Dr. 
Hayes introduced Dr. Theodore Ver- 
meulen, a member of the Monthly Pro- 
gram Committee, to present the speakers 
for this meeting. 

The first speaker was Dr. Floyd A. 
Peyton, Professor of Dentistry in Charge 
of Teaching Dental Materials and Di- 


rector of Physical Research in Dentistry 
at the University of Michigan School of 
Dentistry. The subject of his paper was 
“Recent Developments in Plastic Den- 
ture Materials.” This was a timely sub- 
ject, very well presented. 

The next speaker, Dr. Meigs Jones of 
Kansas City, Missouri, was introduced 
by Dr. Vermeulen. Dr. Jones secured his 
dental degree from the University of Ar- 
kansas in 1934. He. presented a complete 
systematized procedure for the accom- 
plishment of better restorative dentistry 
faster through the use of a high-speed 
technique as far as the R.P.M. of the 
instrument is concerned. This was il- 
lustrated by beautiful color slides. His 
sincere manner of delivery and thorough 
knowledge of his subject was appreciated 
by all present. The third speaker on our 
program was our own Dr. Robert A. At- 
terbury—his title “Antibiotics and Ter- 
ramycin.” He discussed the very im- 
portant role that antibiotics should play 
in oral infection, remembering that the 
antibiotics are not to be used indiscrimi- 
nately and are not a substitute for sound 
oral surgery. His talk was augmented by 
a very fine movie by Chas. Pfizer & Co., 
illustrating the important role of anti- 
biotics. Dr. Atterbury presented his ma- 
terial in a most impressive manner and 
was well received. 

This first meeting has started us off 
with a bang. Those of you who missed this 
fine program should plan now to be out 
for the next one on November 17, when 
Dr. Lester W. Boyd’s essay on full den- 
tures will be accompanied by six table 
clinics. 

A fine start for Dr. Ebert, his program 
chairman, Dr. Harold H. Hayes, and the 
Program Committee!

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BOOK REVIEW 


Principles and Technique of Exo- 
dontia: By F. W. and C. E. Rounds. 
First edition. 407 pages with 365 illus- 
trations. Contents and index. Price 
$10.00. St. Louis, The C. V. Mosby 


Co., 1953. 


When a new book is published, the 
first thing one should ask is whether or 
not the author is competent and capable 
of being honest in his writings, and sec- 
ondarily, does the book actually fill a 
need in dentistry, or is it a bound vol- 
ume of words and pages capable of 
collecting great volumes of dust in the 
future? 

Both of the authors, and in particular 
the senior author, Dr. Frank Wendell 
Rounds, abound in a well-versed back- 
ground of Exodontia. Having been as- 
sociated closely with Dr. George B. Win- 
ter, whose work in this field is certainly 
of note, Dr. Rounds approaches his sub- 
ject with clarity of purpose, simplicity 
in his explanations, and a _ thorough 
knowledge and understanding of the 
subject. Unfortunately, during the prep- 
aration of the book, Dr. F. W. Rounds 
passed away and the completion of the 
text was left to his son, Dr. Charles 
Elder Rounds. Also possessing a well- 
rounded background as well as experi- 
ence in Exodontia, the junior author 
finished the book and is a credit to 
dentistry and to his father. 


Written in twenty-eight chapters, this 
book completely covers the field of Exo. 
dontia, not in the diagnostic and prepar- 
atory phases, but rather in the actual 
mechanical and physical technics in- 
volved in extractions. In short, the book 
tells “how” of tooth extraction, not the 
“why.” Leaving the diagnosis angle 
alone, and assuming that a certain tooth 
must be removed, this text tells how to 
do it, regardless of the conditions present 
or the tooth involved. In simple lan- 
guage, the science of the removal of all 
teeth is explained. An example of how 
thorough this book is would be Chap- 
ter Fourteen, devoted entirely to the ex- 
traction technique of the inferior first 
and second molars, involving nineteen 
pages and eighteen illustrations. 

The contents is written for handy ref- 
erence and is most complete in its cov- 
erage; the index is correspondingly com- 
plete. 

A word of praise is definitely in order 
for the publishers of this fine text. Well- 
written and printed, concise and easy 
to read, the Mosby Company has once 
again published a praiseworthy volume. 
I doubt if most exodontists would bene- 
fit much from this book, but some would 
do well to digest its contents. The book 
would, however, be recommended for 
all general practitioners of dentistry, as 
well as dental teachers and students.— 
E. j. &.

SOCIAL SECURITY PAYMENTS 
NOW COMING TO DENTISTS’ 
WIDOWS 


Information has reached the Society 
that because their dentist-husbands were 
veterans and, as such, had earned $160 
a month of wage-credits for each month 
of active duty they had served, two re- 
cent widows are now receiving monthly 
social security insurance payments for 
themselves and their minor children. 

One dentist who had served in the Air 
Force received wage-credits while on ac- 
tive duty of $4,480. His widow is re- 
ceiving $45 a month for herself and the 
three children age 16, 11 and 9. The 
widow of another dentist who had 


amassed wage-credits of $5,920 in his 
social security account is now receiving 
$45.10 a month for herself and the two 
children age 11 and g. Benefits continue 
for the children until they are 18; for the 
widows until the youngest child is 18 and 
recommencing at age 65 in the event 
they do not remarry. 

Any dentist or physician who served 
in the Korean War or in World War II 
may have similar wage-credits standing 
in his name. Now would be the time to 
investigate and record the pertinent data 
in this regard and place it on file with 
your insurance papers where, if the need 
should arise, it would be readily avail- 
able. 


RIPPLE 


Thé recent edition of the Northwestern 
University Dental Research Bulletin pub- 
lished the one-year findings of the experi- 
ments being carried on by Dr. Leonard 
S. Fosdick, using a toothpaste containing 
sodium N - lauroyl sarcosinate. From the 
clinical and x-ray examination of 2,265 
individuals, half of whom used the new 
dentifrice, it was found that four out of 
five persons using it developed no new 
cavities and the over-all reduction was 
approximately 60 per cent in this group. 
These results were limited to the particu- 
lar dentifrice used in the experiments. 


STANLEY D. TYLMAN HONORED 
BY ITALIAN DENTAL SOCIETY 


The Italian Dental Society has be- 
stowed its gold medal upon Dr. Stanley 
D. Tylman, of the University of Illinois, 
for service to that organization. 

Dr. Tylman, professor of crowns and 
fixed partial dentures, recently returned 
to Chicago after visiting Portugal, Spain, 
and Italy. He presented postgraduate 
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courses at the University of Torino, and 
gave lectures and conferences in other 
cities, including the Eastman Clinic in 
Rome.

MORE ABOUT 
FLUORIDATION 


Further confirmation of the safety and 
effectiveness of the fluoridation of public 
water supplies is provided in recommen- 
dations made by a scientific team of im- 
partial observers from another country, 
The Journal of the American Dental 
Association reported recently. 

A mission of British scientists, follow- 
ing an extensive three months’ investi- 
gation in the United States and Canada 
last year, urged that the measure be con- 
sidered for adoption in Great Britain. 
Their recommendations are contained in 
recently-issued British government 
White Paper. 

“Should the recent recommendations 
of four eminent health authorities from 
Great Britain be adopted reasonably 
soon, the dental health of British chil- 
dren, beginning at least with the next 
generation, will be considerably better 
than that of their fathers,’ The Journal 
said. 
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The editorial cited the three conclu. 
sions reached by the investigators: 

1. The procedure will “without 
doubt” reduce the rate of tooth decay 
materially. 

2. No evidence exists of any difference 
in the biological effect of so-called arti- 
ficially fluoridated water and that of na- 
turally fluoridated water. 

3. No evidence exists of harm to the 
health from consumption of fluorides at 
recommended levels. 

“The researchers take into full account 
the opinions of those who would stop 
further fluoridation until still more re- 
search is amassed,” The Journal said. 

“They discount those opinions, how- 
ever by observing that millions of people 
live long and healthily even though, 
through the necessity of circumstances 
and environment, they drink only water 
with a higher fluorine content than is 
recommended for the control of caries 
(tooth decay). 

“It is apparent that members of the 
British mission, like their American col- 
leagues, have found no evidence that the 
continued consumption of water contain- 
ing one part per million of fluorine is in 
any way harmful.”

defendant makes it a practice to take 
the impressions for them.” 

Another example is as follows: 

“There is evidence tending to prove 
that many of the defendants openly dis- 
regard some of the prohibitions of the 
Dental Practice Act and take upon them- 
selves the authority to decide what is or 
is not in the public interest so far as the 
practice of dentistry is concerned. Many 
of their practices not only endanger pub- 
lic health but also tend to bring the den- 
tal profession into disrepute.” 

The Master will examine these sug- 
gestions and either adopt them, modify 
them or make up his own, after which 
he will report the same to the trial court. 
The action of the court on the Master’s 
Report, although not final, will have 
far-reaching significance with respect to 
the ultimate outcome of this case. 

Your Committee is keeping in close 
touch with the situation and will report 
developments.

tients who had been hospitalized for ill- 
ness or surgical procedure, in the cases 
where micrococci were found, two dif- 
ferent procedures were used. Either the 
patient received erythromycin prophylac- 
tically the day after operation, or the pa- 
tient was observed to determine whether 
symptoms would develop if it were not 
used. If symptoms did then occur, oral 
administration of erythromycin was be- 
gun, in doses of 300 or 400 mg. four times 
daily, until the symptoms subsided and 
the micrococci disappeared from the 
stool. Evidence suggested that the micro- 
coccic enterotoxic reaction was not neces- 
sarily related to pseudo-membranous en- 
terocolitis.
